HAKES REPORT

London. Sept. 17.—The Harwich 


correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
sends ihi3 story of how the German 
cruiser Hela was destroyed, as told 
by one of the crew of the submarine 
E-9: 


"In the -early hours 
of 
Sunday 


morning two or three British sub- 
marines were stalking the Hela about 
six miles off the German coast. 
The 


wind was freshening and the sea was 
beginning to get rougher. 
The E-9 


came to the surface at half past six 
o'clock and sighted the enemy -which 
was seen to be within range. 


"With all possible speed the E-9 


dived and at a suitable depth launched 
two torpedoes at intervals of fifteen 
seconds. Whether both struck is not 
definitely known but one of them cer- 
tainly was effective as the explosion 
followed. 


"The 
E^9 remained below about 


a quarter of an hour and then came 
to the surface briefly for a survey 
which showed the Hela listing badly. 
There were other German ships in 
the vicinity but none 
was 
active 


fighting units. 


"The submarine prudently dived 


again at once. 
After an - interval 


somthing over a quarter of an hour, 
it came to the surface again but the 
Hela had disappeared. 


"The 
submarine got away safely 


but was unable to make a report of 
her achievement to the 
admiralty 


until today, when she first got with- 
in her wireless ranjie.

never seen by the enemy either be- 
for or after the blow was struck."
